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Building Group Still 
Wants To Absorb 
Gas Main Cost 


The school building committee is op- 
posed to asking town meeting in any way. 
shape or form to appropriate a possible 
$62.000 to pay for a new gas main to serv- 
ice the Doherty School. but they acknow!l- 
edge that it is the.town manager's 
perogative t& do just that. committee 
members told the manager last Thursday 

At their last meeting on Jan. 29. the 
building committee agreed by consensus 
that the unexpected cost of the new gas 
main should be absorbed into the $11 mil- 
lion bond issue approved by town meeting 
last vear. even if that meant cutting back 
the program budget further. 

Some committee members were sur- 
prised. therefore. to learn that the man- 
ager and the selectmen had discussed the 
possibility of appropriating the money as a 
special article on the following Monday 
night 

It was my understanding that we would 
not go back to the town.” committee 
member Virginia Cole said. “If we do ask 
town meeting for more money. it should 
be for something far more important and 
far greater than a gas main 

“I would hate to go back for the gas 
main, and then have to go back again 
later. Cole added 

Committee member John Sullivan said 
he telt “very strongly that the commit- 
tee “certainly ought to wait for the (con- 
struction) bids. If the bids are more than 
the bond issue. then we can take another 
crack at seeing what can be cut back in the 
program. 

If the program is over budget only by as 
much as the cost of the gas main — esti- 
mated at $48.000 to $62.000 then the 
committee should “try to bite the bullet’ 
and absorb the cost into the current bond 
issue. Sullivan suggested 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark re- 
sponded that he had proposed the gas main 
as a potential special article because he is 
putting all potential articles “on the 
plate’ for the selectmen to consider. "| 
have a responsibility to notify the select 
men of the total picture. he explained 

All I've done is to preserve an option 

With only $400,000 budgeted for special 
articles this vear. the manager has asked 
the selectmen to set priorities on all poten 
tial articles. the selectmen supported the 
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idea of paying for the gas main if nec- 
essary. Clark told the building committee 
The manager emphasized that he pre- 
sented the article to the selectmen “as a 
possible request. as opposed to a final 
request. It can always be withdrawn 
Clark added that after the building com-

pumping station — could suffer under a 
tighter federal budget 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark report- 
ed Friday that although it is ‘‘questiona- 
dle” at this point. the Environmental 
Protection Agency s budget could possibly 
be slashed. endangering federal funding 
for the new pumping station 

The town will receive government 
grants to complete plans for the pumping 
station. the manager indicated, but it may 
be another year before the town knows if 
federal funds for the actual construction 
will be available. 

Without federal aid. the new station 
wont be built.” Clark explained. Town 
officials have expected. to receive both 
State and tederal funding for the $6 to $8 
million project. “Andover cant come up 
with $6 million ourselves 

‘The project can be postponed 
manager added. “but it shouldn't 
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We re living on borrowed time with the 
pumping station now. And if the plans for 
a new Station are shelvea, there will be 
more and more times when the station 
will be operating beyond its design capaci- 
ty 

The actual capacity of the station's two 
pumps has not yet been exceeded, Clark 
said, but at times the equipment must 
pump more than it was designed to handle, 
shortening the life span of the pumps 

Transportation in the area could also be 
affected by the president's budget cuts 
the manager indicated, if federal subsi- 
dies to the Merrimack Valley Regional 
Transit Authority (MVRTA) are reduced. 

Of the services offered to Andover 
through the MVRTA, the most important 
is the WEEBUS service for the elderly, in 
Clark's estimation. That service is funded 
30) percent by the federal government, 25 
percent by the state. and 25 percent by 
local government 

The managers second transportation 
priority is regional bus service. which

As the presentation will show. the real 
beginnings of cotton manulacturing 
which was to become New England s lead 
ing industry. occurred in 1822 near the 
Merrimack such as Lawrence and Man 
chester 

Lowell soon outgrew its local labor sup 
ply but wave after wave of immigration 
from Canada and from Europe took care 
of that problem. Since the new workers 
created a housing shortage. the mills even 
Pawtucket Falls of the Merrimack River 
in what is now called Lowell 

There the key to mechanical power was 
harnessing the force in the drop of water 
level. Power was controlled and trans- 
mitted by a system of dams. canals. gates. 
and water wheels. In the mills the recently 
invented machines were driven by a com- 
bination of shafts. gears. pulleys and belts 


Lowell became a center of many other 
innovative technologies. An ample supply 
of cotton, made feasible by the cotton gin 
arrived on the 27-mile Middlesex Canal 
from Boston. The new mills housed newly 
developed spinning frames and power 
looms. Lowell had its own machine shop to 
build spindles and looms. Local farms 
furnished mass-production complex came 
together in one place for the first time in 
American history 

The initial success of this complicated 
experiment in industrialization brought 
great expansion first to Lowell and then to 
numerous other rural locations along the 
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built. boarding houses tor some of thett 
employees 

At its peak early in this century. it is 
estimated that Lowell had some 25.000 
textile workers operating about 20.000 
looms and using a million spindles. The 
farming community near the falls in the 
Merrimack became an industrial metrop 
olis of over 100.000 people

The proposed project is for the 
design and eventual construction of 
an 18 million gallons per day pump 
station, force main and interceptor 
sewer. The proposed pump station 
will replace the Riverina Road 
Pump Station.

Environmental Policy Act, EPA 
must prepare a statement of en- 
vironmental impact in advance of 
each of its major actions that may 
significantly affect the quality of 
the human environment. 


The impact statement is not re- 
quired because the project will 
provide important environmental 
benefits, and will cause no signifi- 
cant adverse impact to the environ- 
ment. 

Although no formal impact state- 
ment will be prepared, the project 
has received an environmental im-

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Decoupage Emerges From “The Dungeon”

Almost every evening, Janina Wojtkun 
of Moraine Street can be found tucked 
away in ‘‘the dungeon,’ her family’s nick- 
name for the basement workshop where 
she spends most of her spare time practic- 
ing the delicate art of decoupage 

Decoupage, practiced for centuries and 
particularly favored during the reigns of 
Louis XIV-and Louis XV, involves apply- 
ing intricate designs, tinted and cut out by 
hand, to furniture or decorative objects, 
and then varnishing the surface to a porce- 
lain-like finish 

Wojtkun, who has been studying decou- 
page for ‘‘three or four years, ' will exhib- 
it two new pieces at the National 
Decoupage Exhibition, April 2 - 4 at the 
Howard Johnson Motor Lodge, Park 
Square, Boston. It will be her second na- 
tional exhibition as a member of the Na- 
tional Guild of Decoupeurs, and she hopes 
to participate in many more in years to 
come 

A smiling, silver-haired grandmother, 
Wojtkun says that she retreats into her 
workshop until midnight most evenings, 
after a day's work in the children’s depart- 
ment of Cherry and Webb's at the Methuen 
Mall 

Although she has become something of a 
specialist in wooden boxes, which she of- 
ten turns into handbags by lining the inte- 
riors and adding handles, Wojtkun also 
decorates chairs, mirrors and furniture, 
and makes plaques from wedding invita- 
tions and birth announcements. Her cur- 
rent projects include a lamp (‘‘decoupage 
under glass — it’s very beautiful’) and a 
sewing cabinet. 

Her pieces feature ornate, flowered de- 
signs in pastel colors; cherubs trailing 
garlands are one frequent theme, and 
quaint oriental gardens another 

There are several steps to the eigh- 
teenth-century style of decoupage that 
Wojtkun has learned from Joyce Cooper of 
Lawrence, who is ‘‘one of only 13 master 
craftsmen in decoupage in the country,” 
Wojtkun says. 

Stafting with a plain wooden box (‘‘or a 
tray, or old furniture, or anything’), Wo)jt- 
kun first sands it ‘‘very carefully’ to 
make the smoothest possible surface. She 
then applies a water-based varnish as a 
base coat, to make the surface even 
smoother and less porous. 

Once a base coat of paint is applied to 
give the piece its background color, the 
object is ready for decoupage. 

The next step is choosing a ‘“‘prift’’ to 
decorate the piece; the print may be taken 
from an old greeting card or a piece of 
wrapping paper, or it may be an illustra- 
tion designed especially for decoupage 

Such prints are already colored, but the 
National Guild of Decoupeurs requires 
exhibition pieces to be done with black- 
and-white prints that have been tinted by 
hand. Pages of these prints can be pur- 
chased at crafts shops, and they are ‘quite 
expensive,’ Wojtkun notes. 

‘But they are much prettier,’ she ex- 
plains, “because you can shade them to 
your own liking, using soft pencils in an 
array of colors 

The colored print is sprayed with an 
acrylic coating so that it too is ‘‘non-po- 
rous’’’ and then Wojtkun begins the most 
painstaking and time-consuming step ol 
the process: cutting out the print 

Using little scissors ‘finer even than 
manicure scissors,’ she carefully cuts out 
every detail of the intricate prints, outlin 
ing the tiniest petals of a flower and every 
point on a leaf 

The print is then ready to be applied to 
the box, but Wojtkun does not simply use

the print as it is; instead, she cuts it into 
various parts, and spends many hours 
deciding how to arrange them on the box. 
Usually, she takes elements from several 
prints and combines them on one box. 

“You look for an artistic design, and 
balance, just as in any oil painting. It 
takes hours — you place a design, and then . 
re-design it a thousand and one times until 
it’s finally to your liking.” 

The final design is glued into place with 
a coat of varnish, and then Wojtkun begins 
the final step, which gives each piece the 
smooth finish characteristic of eighteenth- 
century decoupage: hundreds of coats of 
varnish. 

After applying as many as 25 coats to 
protect the design, carefully avoiding air 
pockets, she begins adding more layers, 
and rubbing between layers with a water- 
based sandpaper. ‘You have to be careful 
not to rub the print off,” she explains 
‘You can do that very easily 

Next follow ‘‘many coats of varnish and 
many rubbings’ before she finally 
achieves ‘‘a finish almost like porcelain, 
Wojtkun says. Most projects need 100 to 
300 coats of varnish, but one box which she 
had covered with small flakes of mother- 
of-pear! (‘put on piece by piece — that's 
what you call busywork’) needed ‘‘at 
least 400 coats 

And every piece must be finished all 
over, with the bottom “‘done just as well 
as the top.’ 

One box may take Wojtkun three or four 
months to complete, but she always works 
on several projects at one time, with all in 
various stages of completion: for in 


;

stance, while the varnish dries on-one 
piece, she may cut out a print for another. 

Wojtkun is currently enamored of a 
style called ‘‘moulage, in which she 
molds pieces of a print over epoxy putty, 
creating a raised design. With this proc- 
ess, she can sculpt flowers that burst into 
bloom atop a handbag, or two-dimensional 
lions and tigers that roam across a box 
with a jungle theme. 

‘l enjoy the raised work. It's more 
creative than working on flat paper. I love 
making the flowers — they're so realis- 
tic, she observes. 

Wojtkun gleans ideas for her designs 
from every possible source, trom chil- 
dren's books to gift catalogues to embroi- 
dery pieces. The shelves of her well- 
lighted workshop, tucked into a corner of 
the basement, are lined with books and 
craft magazines. as well as boftles of 
paints and albums [ull of prints-She has 


colored and cut out ¢ 
‘Eventually you end up by being a real 
collector.’ she says, laughing é 


Almost all of her work ends up as a gift 
to family or friends. ‘I have five daugh 
ters and four sons and four daughters-in 
law, and then there's the grandchildren, so 
there's a lot to give.’ 

‘Its very rewarding when you have 
children who appreciate it, because of the 
many hours spent on it, Wojtkun ex- 
plains. She has created handbags to suit 
every occasion and every season, some- 
times matching a special dress 

How did Wojtkun find herself immersed 
in the art of decoupage” It seemed to stem 
naturally from her long-standing interest 


in art: A one-time art student at Boston 
University, she has also taken a number of 
art courses in Andover. 

‘Betty Moore of the Andover Artists’ 
Guild, who taught me pastels, kept talking 
about Joyce Cooper and her decoupage. 
But I was doing stencilling then, Early 
American decorating, and | just never 
wanted to get into that. 

‘But when Betty finally got me over to 
Joyce's studio, and I saw what Joyce had 
done. | was just fascinated with it,” she 
recalls. Wojtkun has been attending Coo- 
pers small classes in Lawrence ever 
since. 

It was Cooper who encouraged her stu- 
dent to join the national guild last year. 
Wojtkun became a guild member by ex- 
hibiting a small, powder-blue box, deco- 
rated with golden cherubs, at a national 
exhibition in Florida 

When judging decoupage for exhibition, 
the guild judges consider the quality of the 
hand-coloring. the cutting. overall design, 
and the varnished finish. Wojtkun says 
‘The finish has to be absolutely, perfectly 
flawless 

She is now working toward status as a 
“layman decoupeur, which she can ac- 
complish by exhibiting five pieces. Wojt- 
kun plans to exhibit two pieces she is now 
working on. a large tray and a tea caddy, 
at the April exhibition in Boston, which 
will mark the first time the guild has 
exhibited in Massachusetts. ~ 

The upcoming exhibition is just one part 
of a convention for the decoupeurs, which

Once again it appears that the school 
building project has fallen behind sched- 
ule, and will not be ready to be opened tor 
bidding by March 16 — the deadline set by 
the school building committee earlier this 
month 

The latest delay. estimated at ten days 
to two weeks. is the third for the $11.72 
million project that will convert the Do- 
herty school into a junior high. and reno- 
vate and expand West Junior High and the 
high school. The building committee had 
first planned to begin the bidding process 
in late December. and then moved the 
date torward to mid-February 


It is my opinion that while the plans 
will be finished by March 16, I don't think 
we can figure on going out to bid on that 
date architect Herbert Glassman of 
Perley F. Gilbert Associates. Lowell, told 
the buildrng committee last Thursday 
night 

The architect said his firm would need 
an additional ten days to two weeks for a 
final review of the plans. including re- 
views with local building inspectors and 
the state School Building Assistance Bu- 
reau (‘SBAB). which is funding part of the 
project 

‘It's the satest thing for the town, to 
prevent problems in the future.” Glass- 
man said of the delay. “Wed feel a lot 
better doing it that way. and that’s my 
recommendation 

Some committee members were dis- 
turbed by news of another delay: ~This 
project's been going on for a long time.” 
Paul Curley said. “Now it’s another ten 
days or two weeks behind schedule. Id

Common Charges from *40.26 
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A Familiar Tune 


A letter to the editor this week brings forth a familiar 
cry. which is constantly tossed toward newspapers. 

Basically it asks why the media doesn t emphasize 
what the ‘good kids do’ rather than concentrating on the 
minority of young people who get in trouble or do 
something wrong. 

The cry is probably as old as the hills and crops up on 
an annual! basis, more than likely just after some errant 
youth or youths have captured the attention of the 
community. 

This particular response was in regard to a recent 
editorial in which the TOWNSMAN praised the work of 
the retiring high school principal and at the same time 
recognized his desire*to leave an educational environ- 
ment tar different than the one he entered 30 years ago. 

While it is not common practice here to respond to 
letters to the editor, this one from the High School 
Faculty Senate, we felt, really pleads an overworked 
issue-that of publicizing the good works of youngsters. 

If time and space permitted, we would enumerate the 
attention given by this newspaper to the various pro- 
grams and accomplishments of Andover’s youth in the 
course of the year. 

Suffice it to indicate that the TOWNSMAN provides 
space to the secondary schools for youngsters to write 
columns. From time to time such things as school 
dramatic productions and other activities are publi- 
cized in story and pictures. The fortunes of the Various 
sports teams are publicized in similar fashion. Walka- 
thons, fund-raising activities for worthy causes con- 
ducted by students are provided space in the weekly 
columns. 

Honor rolls, merit scholars, scholarship winners, 


special scholarly competitions receive adequate and 
often special treatment. 

These are but a few examples of what we feel is 
fairness in treatment of the accomplishments of the 
good kids in our community, and proud to have been 
able to recount their activities. 

Also contained in the weekly publication, however, 
are such items as a police log, which lists arrests, 
vandalism. etc., that takes place in our community and 
which often might contain the names of high school 
vouths. It happens. 

There is also an editorial page, in which the opinion of 
the newspaper on particular issues is published. One 
can either agree or disagree with the points. 

An editorial might comment, as it did on that partic- 
ular occasion, on morale of the school faculty. While 
overall morale at the school may be good, we hardly 
think that teachers there or elsewhere face the daily 
challenge of the classroom with the same enthusiasm 
that the profession once enjoyed. It is simply a matter 
of the times in which we live and the environment 
provided to today s youth. 

Putting it in simple terms, there is no Camelot! 

There are good and bad among us, and we dont 
concentrate on looking tor the evil. But we do report it 
when it happens. simply because it is what we are 
supposed to do 

But accomplishment is likewise treated and amply 
SO. 

in tact. if we were to put it all on a scale, we would 
judge that the recording of accomplishment and merit 
lar outwiegh the concentration on those who might get 
into trouble ‘ 


Faculty Takes 
Exception 


To the Editor of the Townsman:

walk-a-thon. Moreover, our students are 
involved in the National High School Mod- 
el United Nations program: having partic- 
ipated in December at the Park Plaza 
Hotel with students from all over the coun- 
try, they are now preparing to join a much 
larger group in New York City in March 
We can also boast a number of National 
Merit Scholars as well as eight finalists in 
the Boston Globe Scholastic Art Show 


Furthermore. we object to your fleeting 
stab at “general morale problems within 
the faculty.” Contrary to some public 
opinion, we are not a group of malcontents 
with nothing better to do than complain 
about our salaries and our working condi- 
tions.

Today in the U.S. Army, the 
soldier's armor may be the vehicle he 
rides in. The Army's newest main battle 
tanks offer the protection of 65 tons of 
steel and such necessities as computers 


have been successful. The 
latest test, a few weeks ago, 
worked to perfection. 

The killer satellite resem- 
bles a compact rocket. It is 
some 15 to 20 feet long and 
about 5 feet in diameter; it 
weighs about 2.5 tons when 
it is launched. Four of its 
five engines are used for 
maneuvering in space as it 
seeks out spy satellites. The 
fifth engine makes the 
adjustments that are neces- 
Sary to get it in the same 
orbit as the target. When it 
is about 100 feet from the 
target, the killer satellite is 
detonated and the spy satel- 
lite is brought down with fly- 
ing shrapnel. 

BUDGET BLUES: The 
governors from 18 states 
descended on Washington a 
few days ago for a meeting 
with the president. Half of 
them were Republicans who 
had made speeches against 
federal spending during last 
fall’s election campaign. 

The governors first held a 
private strategy session, 
then proceeded to the White 
House where they presented 
the president with a confi- 
dential memorandum. 

The meeting itself was 
cordial, but the memo 
wasn’t. It complained about 
cuts in welfare and Medic- 
aid funds and warned that 
planned reductions would 
have disastrous effects on 
the states 

Some of the governors 
also pleaded for their states’ 
special interests. The state 
executives from the North- 
east, for example, argued 
against cuts in urban renew- 
al funds. One Republican 


' Ge & 
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governor, Lee Dreyfuss of 
Wisconsin, warned the presi- 
dent there would be 
“screams” if the milk price- 
support program is touched. 

President Reagan tried to 
calm the distraught gover- 
nors. He agreed to let them 
send their own state budget 
directors to Washington to 
meet with his cost-cutters. 
The president also promised 
the governors he would con- 
sult them before the final 
budget is sent to Congress. 

FUDDLE FACTORY: 
Uncle Sam —_ four years 
and $75,000 building a con- 
traption to test the durabili- 
ty of sofas for federal offic- 
es.
